Richmond registered 7,450 votes. 
than 200 were thrown out by the registrars, 
leaving 7,250. Of these 6,439 voted today. 
Watson received only 923, leaving Major 
Black a majority of 4,693. Hancock added 
650, making Black’s total majority 5,243 and 
his net majority in the district 1,41. Any 
changes that will be made by the official 
consolidation of the vote will probably in- 
crease Black’s majority instead of helping 
Watson. . 

The result shows that Watson has lost 
ground all over the district. In Columbia 
his majority of last November has been cut 
down 600; in Jefferson 250; in McDuffie 100; 
in Taliaferro 125; in Warren 325, and in 
Washington 75. In Lincoln and Wilkinson 
he gains 50 votes, but in Lincoln, about 600 
disqualified voters were allowed to vote for 
Watson because the registrars failed to 
give them notice to appear before them, 

Mr. Watson may carry out his threat to 
contest, but it will avail nothing.

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Building Have Fallen. 
IT IS A RESORT FOR GAMBLERS 


The Bare Walls Are Almost Obstruct- 
ed by High Grass and the Place 
Has Become Unsightly. 


The ruins of the new Boys’ High school 
building, on the corner of Gilmer and 
Courtland streets, have fallen into disre- 
pute. They have become the rendezvous 
of a lot of young gamblers and idlers of 
all kinds, 

For some time a gang of boys, white 
and colored, seems to have made head- 
quarters about the low walls of the struct- 
ure, which seems to have passed from the 
memory of the public recently. The boys 
and men are said to congregate in the rear 
of the schoolhouse lot and shoot craps 
and play cards to their hearts’ delight, al- 
most in defiance of the police. The gangs 
have been pointed out by passing citizens 
and freqent complaint has been made to 
the police. 

Instructions were recently issued to the 


police to clear the place of boys and idlers, 
and break up the practice of assembly 
there for gaming or other purposes. In 
the last few days the place has been kept 
comparatively deserted. 

About the unfinished walls of the almost 
forgotten building, which seem to have 
little promise of ever being completed, 
there has grown a thick mass of weeds 
and grass and the place has the appear- 
ance of some old ruin. The walls were 
erected to a height of about six or eight 
feet and left in that condition. The weeds 
now around the walls almost obstruct them 
from view and the rear section of the in- 
completed building is an ideal resort for 
idlers and gamesters. 

Not only men and boys have made the 
place headquarters, but cats, dogs, stray 
horses and other animals can be seen on 
the premises almost any time. Tramps 
and bums have found it a retreat suf- 
ficient and comfortable unto their most fas- 
tidious tastes, and where it was once hoped 
that a building creditable to the city would 
be erected, there is a web of bare, ugly- 
looking brick walls. The place is deserted, 
except by weeds, grass and the gangs of 
men and boys and animals which congre- 
gate behind the walls and on the lot at 
times. 

Two or three days ago a gang of six or 
seven young boys gathered in the rear of 
the walls and after placing a police senti- 


nel in front of the lot, engaged in an ex- 1 


citing game of craps. The game continu- 
ed for some time before a policeman made 
his appearance in the distance, when the 
youngsters scattered and hid in the weeds 
until the guardian of the peace passed by. 
One night recently the police raided the 
old walls and lot, and picked up several 
lodgers for the night. Several games 
have been broken up and the partieipants 
captured on the premises recently, but the 
gangs have by no means completely desert- 
ed the place. 

The old grass grown lot and bare walls 
are unsightly and uninviting. The place 
has something of the deserted appearance 
of some old ruin about it which is becom- 
ing a matter of comment by those who 
have seen it. recently. The ambitious 
school boys have long since quit viewing 
the -walls and premises with admiration, 
in the hope that they might some day live 
to learn in a magnificient structure on the 
spot, and now pass it by with a feeling of 
a hope turned to naught. They regard the 
place as ill-famed and never congregate 
and look upon it with favor as they former- 
ly did, when there seemed to be a hope 
that the structure would some day be com- 
pleted. 

Among the long list of habitues of the 
walls and lot there is one sentine] more 
conspicuous than the others. At almost 
any hour of the night there can be seen 
ambling about the high grassy lot an old 
gray horse, bent with age and hunger. 
The old animal ambles about among the 


walls and grass like a faithful sentinel | 


and has often been the terror of the night 
lodgers of tne place.

almost nightly. Like some grim specter 
he stands on the embankment and appar- 
ently surveys the ruins before him. 

The citizens living in the vicinity of the 
incompleted structure have become dis- 
gusted at the walls of the building, They 
say that the place is discreditable to the 
city and unsightly to the visitor. They 
have made frequent complaint about the 
uses it is being put to. Some have sug- 
gested that if the walls and lot are to be 
left in their present condition much longer 
the city ought to erect a high fence around 
them to keep from view the monumental 
example of its failure to provide a suitable 
edifice for the education of the city’s youth.

The fall term of the United States court 
begins next Monday morning at 10 o’clock.

Next to the moonshine cases, which con- 
stitute a majority of the offenses against 
the United States, the counterfeiters will 
come in for a share of the governments dis- 
approval. If all the parties indicted are 
found guilty, as alleged in the true bills, 
the doors of the Ohio penitentiary will have 
to swing wide open to give them entrance.

headquarters in some time. He almost suc- 
ceeded in whipping four or five strong 
men yesterday morning when an attempt 
Was made to arrest him. 

The negro was suspected of attempting 
to burglarize the residence of T. S. Chan- 
cellor at 52 Formwalt street. He was seen 
in the yard near the kitchen door and was 
accused of entering the latter. When Mrs. 
Chancellor and a young negro employed 
at her house attempted to take charge of 
Merks he made desperate resistance and 
but for the quick arrival of two or three 
men would have escaped. 

Yesterday morning the negro employed 
at the house was in the dining room ad- 
joining the kitchen of Mr. Chancellor’s 
house. He heard a noise in the kitchen 
and went in to ‘nvestigate. When he en- 
tered the kitchen he saw standing almost 
in the door the Merks negro, it seeming as 
if the latter had just stepped outside. The 
servant knew that Mrs. Chancellor had left 
some of her rings on a table a few minuies 
before and he looked for them, suspecting 
that the intruder might have stolen them. 
He found that the rings were missing and 
he quickly ran upstairs and informed Mrs. 
Chancellor of the fact. 

In the meantime the Merks negro had 
gone around the house and coolly knocked 
at the front door, inquiring if the lady of 
the house had any old shoes-to sell. Mrs. 
Chancellor went to the door and she de- 
manded that the negro submit to being 
searched, believing that he ‘had the rings 
in his pocket. The negro talked impudently 
about the matter and declined to let him- 
self be searched. He started away, when 
he was grabbed by the negro servant and 
Mrs. Chancellor. Merks began fighting 
and threw his captors about the yard as 
if they were babies. In the scuffle Merks 
hit his head against the gatepost, which 
stunned him for a minute. 

When he recovered the negro again at- 
tempted to get away, but was prevented by 
Sanitary Inspector Goodwin and two or 
three other men wh rap up yust fn time 
to stop the desperate negro. Merks became 
moré furious than ever and for a few min- 
utes he made tunings lively tw the street. 
The inspector found f& necessary to club 
the negro, which he did gracefully and in 
the most approved manner. Merks’s head 
was beaten until soft in spots, but he still 
fought lige a maniac. The inspector broke 
his stick over the negro’s head, but it had 
little effect, the negro continuing his des- 
perate resistance. He kicked and shoved 
and struck until he came near’whipping 
the entire lot of men, about five in number, 
who were attempting to subdue him. Merks 
was finally struck a blow on the heag 
which lowered him, he falling a helpless 
and exhausted mass. He was then bundled 
up in a patrol wagon and hauled to police 
headquarters. 

Merks was arraigned in the police court 
yesterday afternoun and given the full 
limit of the law by Judge Calhoun. He was 
sentenced to a term of thirty days in the 
stockade. He continued his impertinence 
even in court and swore for vengeance 
when he gets out of his trouble. 

The rings which were supposed to have 
been stolen by the negro were found in a 
tub of water after the negru had been 
carried away. It is supposed that he heard 
the negro servant coming in the kitchen, 
and running out of the door, dropped the 
rings in the tub, expecting to get them 
later. 

Merks is a young negro, but one of those 
who attempted to arrest him said in court 
that he was a stronger man than Corbett. 

The negro presented a woe-begone ap- 
pearance in court yesterday afternoon. His 
head was tied up with rags and his clothing 
Was saturated with blood. He will prob- 
ably cool his desperation during his thirty- 
day term in the gang.
